Adl{ii E. Stevenson, a former Vice 
President of the United States with 
Qrover Cleveland, died Saturday at a 
hospital In Chicago after an Illness of 
sevprnl months. 

.Viilal l-;w]iiK .Stevenson, unce Vice 
President of the United States, had a 
long and honorable public career. He 
was Vice President from 1893 .to 1897 
mider President Orover Cleveland. In 
1900 he again was nominated by the 
Democratic party for Vice President 
end ran with William J. Bryan, the 
party's candidate for President, but 
was defeated. He served as a member 
of the 44th and 46th Congresses. From 
1885 to 1889 he served as first assis- 
tant postmaster general under Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

His la.Mt aiipearance aH a candidate 
for public office was in mOR when he 
was nominated for Ooy. rnor uf Illi- 
nois by the Democratic party and was 
defeated by Charles S. Deneen, Repub- 
lican. 

He was born In Christian county, 
Ky., October 23. 183."^^, of Scotch-Irish 
parentage. In ISTtZ his parents moved 
to BKlomlngton, III. He attended the 
public schools and the Illinois Univer- 
sity. 

In 185« he graduated from Center 

CulleKe, Danville. Ky. There he waa 
a claHsniaie of .Senator .loe Blackburn 
and other Kentucky youths who later 
became prominent In public life. He 
signalled the close of his college ca- 
reer by marrying a daughter of Dr. 
Lewis W. Green, president of the col- 
leee. 

After leaving college .Stevenson re- 
turned to Blodminptnn, III., and read 
law. He was admitted to tbe bar in 
1858 and began legal practice at Me- 
tamora. 111., where he remained until 
1868. During these ten years he held 
the office of master In chancery four 
years and district attorney for a simi- 
lar period. 

In 1808 he returned to Bloomington 
and formed a law partnership with his 
cousin, James S. Bwing and for mAny 
years the firm was one of the best 
known In Illinuls' legal circles. 

StevetiKons pcdltlcal career dated 
from lSt;4 when he was a presidential 
elector on the Democratic ticket. He 
made a canvass of Illinois in behalf of 
the McClellan ticket and won a reputa- 
tion as a political orator. 

In 1884 Stevenson led the Illinois 
delegation to the Democratic National 
Convention which nominated Orover 
Cleveland for Presideni. in 1897 he 
was appointed a member of a com- 
mission which visited Europe in an 
effort to g^ure International 
bimetallsm.

NEW LAW AGAINST CARRYING 
CONCEALED WEAPONS DRASTIC. 

The followiiiB Is a copy of the new 
anti-gun totins law which KOea into 
effect In Kentucky this month. .lune: 
Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky; 

That Section 1S09, Kentucky Stat\)les 
f arroU s Kdltlon of 1909, be stricken 
out, and In lieu thereof the following 
section be enacted. 

Section ,800. If any person shall 
carry concealed a deadly weapon' upoo 
or about his person other than an or- 
dinary pocket .knife, or shall sell such 
weapon tu a minor other than the or- 
dinary pocket knife, such persons shall, 
upon conviction, be Pned not less than 
fifty nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars and Imprisoned In the county Jail 
for not less than ten nor more than 
forty days in the discretion of the court 
'ir Jury trying the case. If upon the 
Judgment of conviction could be sup- 
erceded, no superseded bond haa been 
executed It shall be the duty of the 
clerk of the court rendering the judg- 
ment to at once issue and caused to be 
placed in the hands of the proper of- 
ficer for execution ,a capias proflne. 
and it shall be the duty of said officer 
to execute at once said writ. 

Should the officer in whose hands 
said capias proflne shall come for ex- 
ecution, fall or refuse to perform the 
duties herein prescribed and upon 
conviction therefor, he shall be fined 
not less than ten nor more than fifty 
dollars. 

The offense of carrying concealed 
deadly w^pona denounced In this 
statute Is hereby declared a high mis- 
demeanor, and any person convicted 
under this statute of the offense of 
carrying concealed upon or about his*" 
person a deadly weapun shall be dis- 
franchised and such conviction shall 
operate to exclude such person from 
the right of suffrage for the period of 
two years from the date Ihereui. Ajiy 
person convicted a second time under 
this statute shall be confined In tlie 
penlntentiary for a jieriod of not less 
than one nor more than five years.

"agricultural lime." 

In order tliat farmers may purchase 
lime lntelllKentl.\ . it la necessary for 
tlu'in lo unUi-i'Htaiul the nature of tlif 
iTiat'-i lal.M ofTi-ml for thrir iisf 

Uine In ita viirlouH furmn In uned 
, primarily to correct soli gddity. Raw 
Krouiid limestone, fresh burned lime, 
aiul hydrated lime will all perform this 
function. Limestone rock Is the source 
of all Ihene forniH of lime If 100 
poundH of pure Iliiif.Mton,' wiTt- Ilmr- 
oughly burned. It would yield fiK pnuiiii.s 
of freah lime; if this Ii6 poundn of 
frenh lime were treated with junt 
enough water to completely alake It, 
It would weigh 74 ppunds. These 
amountn of the different forma would 
have identically the same value In cor 
reclliiK soil acidity. Stated Ih another 
way, IIJO poundn <if frenb lime, 1480 
liounda of water alaked lime and ItOOO 
pounda of ground llmestune are n 
equal value In cnrrectlnft aoil acldit.v 

Fresh lime and hydrated lime, after 
application to the aoil, Kooit take up 
carlmn dioxide (tin- i>arl iont In liurn- 
iiiK) and iieeotne the name cbenilcal 
compound an the urigiiiai rock fron 
which they were made. 

ThIa Information will serve aa a ba 
nin for calculating the relative cost of 
actual naturalising power In the var- 
ioiia forniH of lime offered at different 
prices. 

Hydrated lime can be made by any- 
one by Uiking fresh lime and alaklnx 
It with water. "Agricultural lime" la 
generally Kroiind hpdrated lime. Freah 
burnt llni>' and hydrated lime must 
of neceHHily neli for more per unit of 
actual neiitrallziim power than ground 
limestone, on account of the expeime 
of burning, 

l-Yenh burnt lime and hydrated lime 
may give better results the first year 
than ground limestone, but this la be- 
cause of lla cauatic effectn on the or- 
(funic matter of the noil, rnuNliiK a 
more rapid giving up of nItroKen. Kx- 
lieriments In Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania ahow that uaed through a long 
(len'od of time, the raw ground llme- 
Mton.- Kivi's the better reaulta. 

l.lmisione need not be ground aa 
Hiiely nH Home [icopie rwommend. If 
It is ground to paas a acreen of ten 
meahes per linear inch. It Is aumctent- 
ly nne. This is about the fineness of 
coarse corn meal. Screeninga, the 
coarsest of which pass a screen with 
four menhen to the inch are quite sat- 
iHfaclory If sold iit a rcaaonabie price. 
A large percentage of such screenings
